An annotated bibliography is a list of sources with each entry accompanied by an 
annotation. The annotation is a short description that describes the nature or value of the 
material for you personally. It is not the author's abstract of the work. An annotation follows 
the full source citation; usually double line spaced from the citation to set the annotation apart 
from the reference citation.

“Vicki Suter” wrote: 


Just a quick note for those of you working on the Annotated Bibliography assignment for Kay. Paul, Matt, Michelle, James and I had a chat because we were confused about the format of example that 
appeared to be in the assignment document from Kay - which had bullets, and extra retums, etc. 


In September when we were going through the exercise of editing a layout in Endnote for an annotated bibliography APA Sth edition output styler, I ended up with the “end each reference” window 
being saved with an extra return and the word “Notes.” But we couldn't find any reference that that was the correct style, and It wasn't anywhere else In our notes. We were moving kinda fast that 
day, so none of us can remember. 


We did some poking sround and research, and decided that we shouldn't assume that her assignment document was APA-formatted, because those bullets and extra retums aren't "APA-compliant (as 
far as we can tell). Now, you can do what you want, but this is what the group of us decided to do, based on the annotated bibliography that Is in the APA manual nconll-s laah dla (We 
couldn't find anything in the APA online site http://www.epastyle.org, and nor wes there any sample annotated bibliography on the http://www.dlanahacker.com/writersref site. 


We're going to format our 8-10 citations (most of which probably should be journal articles from peer-reviewed journals) In the same manner as for a normal reference list, then follow these 
instructions for adding an annotation: 


1. Start first line of citation at left margin, then use 4-space hanging indent for second and subsequent lines (as are required for citations ina bibliography), as shown below. 
2. Atthe end of the citation, press the Return Key to drop down to the next line. We are not going to add a blank line because there isn’t one in the version In the APA manual. 
3. The annotation is indented as a block, 2 additional spaces. 

4. Theright margin for all is the normal right margin of the document. 7
